Safety  Image 
Before  Public 

Governor  Clyde  of  Utah  charg- 
ed news  media  Friday  with  tlie 
responsibility  “to  constantly  keep 
before  everyone  the  image  of  safe- 
ty.” 

Utah  city,  county  and  state  of- 
ficials convened  in  the  National 
Guard  Armory  in  Salt  Lake  City 
for  the  governor’s  traffic  safety 
conference. 

“THIS  MEETING  is  called  at  a 
time  when  it  seems  ^7^evitabie 
that  this  y^ear  Utah  will  attain 
the  dubious  distinction  of  setting 
a new  record  for  Uaffic  fatali- 
ties,” stated  the  governor. 

He  assured  -the  delegate  that 
the  conference  was  called  not  as 
an  emergency  measure,  but  in 
order  to  obtain  a clearer  under- 
standing of  traffic  problems. 

Highly  recommended  by  the 
various  groups  was  the  proposal 
that  motorists  have  and  use  seat 
bells.  One  group  recoanmended 
that  legislation  be  passed  to  re- 
quire seat  belts  in  all  automobiles 
in  Utah. 

Another  recommendation  was 
that  juveniles  who  hold  drivers 
licenses  be  liable  to  prosecution 
as  adults.

A member  of  the  Boy  Scout 
National  Executive  Broad  he  has 
been  chairman  of  Region  12  for 
the  past  year  and  is- the  highest 
ranking  LDS  Boy  Scouter,  having 
been  awarded  the  Silver  Buffalo 
and  Silver  Antelope  Awards.

Bolivian  Government  Detlares  Stand 
On  Four  American  Official  Hostages 

LA  PAZ,  BOLIVIA.  (UPD  — 


The  Bolivian  government  declar- 
ed Sunday  it  vvill  not  bow  to  Com- 
munist pressure  to  gain  the  re- 
lease of  four  American  officials 
held  as  hostages  by  Red-led  min- 
ers at  Cantavi. 

IN  WASHINGTON,  President 
Johnson  pledged  full  assistance  • 
whatever  may  be  necessary  to 
President  Victor  Paz  Estenssoro 
to  gain  the  Americans’  release. 
There  were  unconfirmed  reports 
Bolivian  troops  moved  into  Oruro 
near  Cavati  as  a precaution.  The 
miners  grabbed  the  score  of  hos- 
tages, including-  the  Americans, 
to  force  the  release  of  two  Com- 
munist labor  .leaders. 

The  Americans,  ironically,  were 
seized  as  they  delivered  Alliance 
for  Progress  funds  to  'Cantavi 
officials  for  the  construction  of 
two  model  schools. 

THE  U.  S.  State  Department 
identified  the  hostages  as  U.S. 
Information  Service  officers 
Thomas  W.  Martin  of  (3070  De- 
catur Ave.,  Bronx)  New  York, 
and  Michael  A.  Kristula  of  (826 
First  Ave.)  Cadillac,  Mich.;  Ber- 
nard  Rifkin,  (no  home  address) 
New  York  City,  labor  adviser  for 
the  U.  S.  Agency  for  Interna- 
tional Development;  and  Robert 
Fergerstrom,  a Peace  Corps  vol- 
unteer from  Honolulu.

TECHNICIANS  will  soon  have 
it  ready  to  perform  tasks  requir- 
ing reading  up  to  60.000  charac- 
ters per  second,  additions  up  to 
62,000  per  second  and  then  typ- 
ing out  the  answers  at  600  lines 
per  minute. 

“This  computer  is  so  fast  that, 
by  the  time  you  push  the  start 
button  and  turn  around  to  see  if 
the  magnetic  tapes  are  going,  the 
job  is  finished,”  according  to  Dr. 
Gary  Carlson,  director  of  the  BYU 
Computer  Research  Center. 

Bi:<'Ai:SE  OF  ITS  diversity  it' 
can  bo  used  to  accomplish  task- 
ing ranging  from  analyzing  frag- 
ments of  artifacts  from  archa- 
eological sites  in  Mexico,  to  tally- 
ing political  questionnaires  for 
political  scientists.  The  machine 
can  also  simulate  process  con- 
trols in  chemical  engineering  and 
predict  the  orbits  of  binary  stars.

WHY? 

Brakes  shriek,  metal  crumples,  heAd-lights  and  windows 
shatter  and  human  life  flickers  like  a candle  flame  as  the 
swaths  of  death’s  sickle  take  their  toll  across  the  nation’s 
highways. 

And  Again  We  Ask:  WHY? 

For  most  of  us  40,900  deaths  a year  means  very  little. 
But  to  real  people  like  IMaiwin  they  have  changed  liis  life 
His  bride  will  never  dance  again,  pever  cook  a meal,  never 
be  a mother. 

It  will  change  the  Dutch  family  whose  son,  Ted,  did 
not  see  his  friends.  The  doctors  had  lioped  the  classmates 
cliatter  would  reach  Ted’s  injured  brain  and  make  him  w’ant 
to  fight  for  'life.  As  the  immigyant  mother  looked  at  her 
dying  son.  her  face  mirrored  anguish.  The  grief,  too,  was 
evident  on  the  faces  of  little  Johnny’s  parents  as  they  left 
alone. 

Why  all  this  sorrow  and  pain  and  unhappiness  in  an  en- 
lightened society  as  ours?  The  answer  lies  in  unfastened 
seat  belts,  drowsy  driving,  reckless  feet  on  accelerators  and 
cross-walks  ignored. 

On  December  18  thousands  of  cars  will  begin  the  Christ- 
mas exodus  home.  The  majority  of  our  15,000  students  will 
be  on  the  road.  Only  the  drivers  behind  the  wheels  will  be 
able  to  tell  if  the  passengers  are  in  their  classes  on  January  6.

Jose  Gilberto  Lopez,  a native 
of  Guatemala  City,,  has  found 
that  relations  between  boys  and 
girls  are  different  in  the  United 
States  than  in  Guatemala. 

“In  Guatemala,’’  Jose  said,  “a 
boy  will  have  four  or  five  dates 
with  one  girl  so  that  he  can  get 
to  know  her;  but  in  the  U.  S.  boys 
seem  to  have  a date  with  one 
girl  and  then  date  other  girls, 
each  just  once.’’ 

JOSE  IS  a freshman  with  a 
pre-vet  major  who  finds  that  peo- 
ple here  are  most  friendly.  With 
only  two  months  of  actually 
studying  English  and  about  four 
months  practicing  the  language 
this  summer,  he  started  school 
here  confidently  and  appears  to 
be  doing  well. 

Ho  is  beginning  to  think  our 
w’eather  is  a little  cool,  though. 
He  said.  “In  Guatemala  the  tre^ 
are  green  all  year,  and  you  can 
go  swimming  any  month.’’ 

CHRISTMAS  will  probably 
seem  quite  different  to  Jose  this 
j’ear.  On  Christmas  E\'e  Guate- 
malans have  late  parties  and 
shoot  off  fireworks  and  fire- 
crackers. .Jose  will  spend  this 
Christmas  with  his  sister  in  Salt 


Lake  City.  He  spent  the  Tlianks- 
giving  holiday  in  the  hospital 
having  surgery  on  his  leg. 

Jose  hopes  to  get  his  bache- 
lor’s degree  at  BYU.and  tlien  go 
to  the  University  of  Cornell  to 
become  a veterinarian.  After  he 
becomes  a veterinarian  he  plans 
to  return  to  Guatemala  to  help 
his  country.  Jose  said  one  of  his 
main  loves  and  hobbies  is  ani- 
mals. 

HE  AIJSO  likes  to  read  Russ- 
ian and  Spanish  literature,  work 
with  electmnics,  and  travel.  His 
German-made  45  h.p.  motorcycle 
has  helped  him  do  an  ample  am- 
ount of  traveling  in  Mexico  and 
Central  America.  “There  are  al- 
most as  many  motorcycles  in 
Guatemala  as  cars,’’  Jose  recall- 
ed. “About  one-fouith  of  the  col- 
lege students  there  have  motor- 
cycles.” 

Jose  .said  that  he  knew  the 
Book  of  Mormon  must  be  true 
for  Joseph  Smith  couldn’t  have 
imagined  tl^e  things  in  Central 
America  so  exattly  without  visit- 
ing there.

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Canadian  Freighter  Sinks 
In  St.  Lawrence  Collision 


LANORAIE,  QUE.,  (UPI)  — A 
Norwegian  freighter  and  a con- 
certed Canadian  minesweeper 
?onided  in  the  dead-calm  St.  Law* 
rence  River  near  here  Sunday, 
sending  the  Canadian  ship  to  the 
oottom  a few  hundred  feet  from 
•shore. 

A SPOKESMAN  said  three 
?rew  members  of  the  220-ton 
schooner  Fort  Albany  were  killed 
n the  collision.  A fourth  was 
nissing  from  the  small,  steel- 
-lulled  vessel  that  sank  in  30  feet 
^ water  as  the  church  bells  of 
ianoraie  tolled  an  unwitting  re 
iluiem. 

The  2,200-ton  Bargen-  register- 
l*d  freighter  Procyon,  went  on 
Sorel,  Que.,  under  its  own 
))Ower  after  picking  up  six  sur- 
Ivors  from  the  Fort  Albany. 

THE  PROCYON  had  a gash  in 
the  bow.  The  smaller  ship  sank 
n the  2,000-foot  wide  navigation 
:hannel  with  only  its  two  masts 
;howing  above  water. 

The  collision  was  the  second  in 
ihe  St.  l>awrence  River  in  less 
han  a week.  The  British  freight- 
Manchester  Merchant  and 
Norwegian  freighter  Lionel  col- 
lided in  Montreal  harbor  last 
hiesday,  heavily  damaging  the 
iJonel  but  causing  no  casualties. 

SUNDAY’S  collision  occurred 
•hortly  after  8 a.m.  EST  off  this 
immunity  on  the  north  shore 
f the  St.  Lawrence,  which  is 


expected  to  be  closed  to  naviga- 
tion within  weeks  when  it  freezes 
over  until  spring.  It  was  about 
25  miles  downriver  from  Mon- 
treal. 

The  Fort  Albany's  50-year-old 
skipper,  Stanley  Wilson  of  Ri- 
mouski,  Que.,  survived  the  col- 
lision. 

ALPHONSE  Be^auchemin,  own- 
^ of  the  Fort  Albany,  blamed 
the  Norwegian  ship  for  the  sink- 
ing. He  haid  after  talking  by  tele- 
phone with  his  captain,  “the  oth- 
er ship  ran  into  mine." 

Both  vessels  were  headed 
downriver.

But  1963  was  “the  low-point  of 
the  last  20  years  in  the  introduc- 
tion of  new  drugs,”  the  AMA 
reported,  and  manufacturers 
complained  that  rigid  govern- 
ment regulations  and  rules  on 
research  were  hurting  legitimate 
drug  investigation. 

RESEARCHERS  worked  on 
vaccines  to  combat  viruses  and 
perhaps  cancer  in  other  impor- 
tant work  during  1963,  the  AMA 
reported. 

Surgeons  created  new  tech- 
niques to  enable  the  body  to  ac- 
cept and  use  an  organ  trans- 
planted from  another  human. 
Such  transplants,  except  between 
identical  twins,  “were  reserved 
as  a final  desperate  gamble  ag- 
ainst staggering  odds — until 
now,”  the  AMA  said. 

DOCTORS  found  that  certain 
drugs  could  suppress  the  body’s 
natural  defense  of  rejecting  for- 
eign transplants  without  damag- 
ing the  body’s  defenses  against 
germs.

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Peaceful  Uses 
Of  Atom  Power 

WASHINGTON.  (UPI)— Pres- 
ident Johnson  Sunday  reassert- 
ed U.  S.  support  in  Internation- 
al cooperation  for  peaceful  uses 
of  nuclear  energy. 

IN  THE  PAST  10  years,  the 
use  of  atomic  energy  for  peace- 
ful purposes  throughout  the 
world  has  grown  steadily,”  the 
President  said. 

The  United  States,  he  added, 
has  led  in  these  efforts  by  hav- 
ing “shared  its  knowledge,  its 
skills,  and  its  materials  with  oth- 
er nations  in  other  continents.” 

“TODAY,  I reassert  our  con- 
tinued belief  in  the  importance 
of  cooperation  among  nations  in 
the  peaceful  uses  of  atomic  ener- 
gy and  our  belief  in  the  Interna- 
tional Atomic  Energy  Agency  as 
an  important  instrument  in  car- 
rying out  this  cooperation,”  John 
son  said. 

He  said  there  was  no  more  ap- 
propriate way  “in  which  to  con- 
vey to  free  men  everywhere  our 
intention  to  bring  the  benefits  of 
the  peaceful  atom  to  mankind” 
than  to  quote  from  a message 
the  late  President  John  F.  Ken- 
nedy sent  to  the  International 
Atomic  Energy  Agency  on  Sept. 
27,  1961. 

IN  THIS  message,  Kennedy 
said  there  was  “enormous  poten- 
tial” for  the  atom  to  improve 
man’s  well-being. 


NEW  YORK,  (UPI)  — Prof. 
Frederick  C.  Barghoorn,  who 
was  detained  in  Moscow  for  16 
days  last  month  by  Soviet  offi- 
cials, said  Sunday  that  President 
Kennedy’s  assassination  had  ev- 
oked "shock  and  disturbance”  in 
high  Soviet  circles. 

In  an  interview  (“Face  the  Na- 
tion,” CBS-TV),  the  Yale  Univer- 


sity scholar  said  he  had  not  stu- 
died the  Soviet  reaction  to  the 
assassination  in  detail.  His  ini- 
tial impression,  he  said,  was  of 
a “wait-and-see-attitude.” 

He  found  the  Soviet  position  on 
Kennedy’s  death  “similar  to  the 
position  they  took  after  the 
death  of  President  Roosevelt.”

with  the  local  cagers  opening  the  sea- 
son on  a sad  note  then  quickly  switching 
the  frowns  to  happy  smiles. 

The  Mountain  Cats  opened  at  UCLA 
where  they  tackled  the  high  ranking 
Bruins  in  an  intersectional  duel.  The 
Cougars  were  young  but  extremely 
eager  to  prove  themselves  in  their  sea- 
son opener. 

It  didn’t  take  long  however,  for  all-America

A total  of '575  pints  of  blood, 
were  donated  to  the  Red  Cross 
by  BYU  students  in  the  semi-an- 
nual blood  drive  sponsored  joint- 
ly by  the  Angel  Flight,  ROTC, 
and  the  American  Red  Cross.
